WASHINOTON, D, C, February 5..
Recontry many lettora asklng ropre-
sentatlvos ln Congress to uso thelr ef-
forts to rotaln tho tarlff on lumber have
been recolvod by tho Vlrglnlans. Tho
followlng, tvhlch was not slgncd, is a
falr sample:
"We have been Informed that an

offort ls bdlng made by Congresa to
repoal or reduco tho present dtity on
Canadlan lumber, and we are address-
Ing you as our representatlvo to klnd-
ly consldor our Interest before taking
actlon.not only our Interest, but tho
interest of every landowrer and a large
numlitr of tho laboring class of Eoat-
crn Virginia

"Tho lumbor market Is now at a
atandstlll, and wero you to take tho
duty off of Canadlan lumber our mar-
kots would bo completoly demorallzed,
and hundreds of operatora In thls soc-
t(on of Virglnla would bo forced out
of business.
"Landowners who have ln yeara past

reallzcu a nlco Incomo from tho salo
of thelr tlmber would no longer have
any market for thelr woodland, but
would be forced to do as they dld ln
olden tlmes when they wantcd to clear
up a pleco of woodland.cut lt down
and apply the match. Real estttte has
lncroased ln thls section DO per cent.
on account of the prlces recelved from
thelr tlmber.
"Now the laboring man Is gcttlng

over 100 per cent. incrtaso In wages,
and whereas If labor employed wero
put out of employment, the decrease
In wages would be iargor than the in-
crease.
"We feel as though our business life

Is depending on the results of tho ac¬
tlon taken by Congress ln thls matter,
and we earnestly appeal to you for
your ald. Any actlon taken by you
in our behalf, the interest of the land-
ownera and in assistance of the labor-
er8 of this Stato ln dereatlng this
mcasure will bc thankfully recelved
and apprcciatcd.
"Again asklng you kindly to look

Into the matter."
